THE RICE INDUSTRY. 


One of the new industries, 
which 


3s receiving'special attention by the 
government, is the cultivation of rice. 
From a late report prepared for the 
agricultural department by E. S. Bell, 
British commercial agent at Chicago, 
it appears that the acreage and pro- 
duct has doubled in this country dur- 
ing the past five years. 


This increase Is .largely due to de- 


velopment 
of the ' industry 
in the 


state of Texas, where the mew rice 
belt extends along 
the gulf 
coast 


for 400 miles. Fifteen years ago. these 
lands were valued at* from 25c to $1.50 
per acre. 
Today, with 30 -rice' mills 


in full blast, -producing 20,000 bar- 
'rels of rice per day, the land has in- 
creased to $12.50 per acre. The land 
requires 'irrigating but the crop is said 
to be profitable. The-average crop 
yielding about $20 per acre. Mr. Bell 
says:

WILLIAM CONWAY 


Aged Rook County Man Passed Awa 


.'on a Bench on North Main Street 


at Seven Last Night. 


William Con-way, aged 75 years, a 


retired Rock county farmer who had 
made his home latterly 
with. 
his 


daughter, Mrs. Manley, at Sun Prai- 
rie in Dane county, died suddenly on 
North Main street shortly after sev- 
en o'clock last evening. F. G. Smith, 
who is proprietor of a barber-shop 
on the west side of the street, was 
one of the first to notice the man. 
making h'is way down the east side 
of the avenue. As he passed the Wil- 
bur place his limbs seemed to fail 
him and he tried to reach a bench 
that stood out in front, grasping a 
little. metal box containing the ap- 
paratus used to hoist the awning, at 
the corner of the store-front and fin- 
ally sinking down- between the bench 
and the window. 
A man came out 


and moved him away from the win- 
dow, stating that it was loose and 
would break if he leaned against it. 
By that time Mr. Smith had called 
the attention of Patrick Gallagher to 
the circumstance and the two cross- 
ed the road to lend whatever 
aid 


seemed necessary. 
They believed at 


first that the man was intoxicated, 
but .afterwards were certain that he 
had 'not been drinking. 
When they 


had lifted him on the bench it was 
discovered that he was limp1 and help- 
less and that .there -was a piece of 
meat hanging out of his mouth. Mr. 
Gallagher removed this and the man 
raised his head slightly and looked 
at him with an agonized expression 
on his face. 


After that he exhibited no further 


signs of life and it dawned upon the 
little knot of onlookers that he was 
dying. 
While some, ran for medical 


aid, 
those who remained behind fe.lt 


of his pulse and attempted to hear 
his heart beat, but could discover no 
trace ' of life. 
It seems reasonably 


certain that he died-several minutes 
before Dr...Fred Sutherland, Dr. Mer- 
ritt and others arrived on the scene.

upon the dead man's person.

that no inquest was necessary.
